AND WHEREAS many of these soldiers by 
reason of enlistment have so damaged their financial 
position as to render it impossible without assistance to 
again take up such studies as will qualify them for their 
chosen professions; 

AND WHEREAS these men will be in search 
of suitable anployment and thus increase the number o 


applications for positions already too easily filled; 


AND WHEREAS many of such persons will be w 


willing to pursue their studies and take a professim if 


i) 
given an opportmity and assistance; 
AND WHEREAY such soldiers being assisted 


ghould be willing to forego and relinqiish some of thei 


existing settlement rights; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Yorkton, 


Saskatchewan, Board of Trade suggests that the Government 
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of the Dominion of Canada make arrangements to assist any such 
soldier wishing to pursue his studies with the view of taking 
@ profession by paying his board and tuition fees and books 
during his term of study in consideration of such soldier 
relinquishing his rights for lad grant and rights to borrow 


money under the Soldier Settlement Act.
